All Quiet at Collinsville.

CoLLINSVILLE, III., May 2.—The miners returned 
from Belleville yesterday at 11 o'clock, held a mass- 
meeting here and decided to keep all miners from 
working two-day, and, if necessary, by force, which 
they undertook to do this morning. At 6 o'clock 
committees were on hand at each mine, and as the 
men came to work they were held back {by the 
mob. The officers of the different coal companies 
had notified the Sheriff at Edwardsville to be on 
hand early this morning to protect their interest, 
which was responded to promptly by Sheriff Geo.

Among Them. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Lieutenant Commander

Department from Sitka, Alaska, under date of 
March 31, and says in part: The Chillcats are some- 
what uneasy, and say they will have no more white

| The Capital of West Virginia Removed to 


Charleston. 

Waee.uina, W. Va., May 2.—Wheeling is no longer 
the capital of West Virginia. The State archives, 
government property and the cfficers and their 
families left on the steamers Belle Prince and Ches- 
apeake for Charleston, which, under the provisions 
of an act passed in 1879 by the Legislature, becaine 
the permanent seat of government for this State on 
and after to-day. This isthe second time that this 
city has ceased to be the capital. It was made 
such when the State was formed. At the close of 
the war Charleston became the capital. In 1875 
Wheeling was made the capital again, the city 
agreeing to furnish quarters free of cost so long as 
the capital should be at Wheeling. This building,

CHANGING OFFICEHOLDERS. . 
We have nothing to say against the doctrind 


misiistered for the public good, and therefore 
to be filled by the men who will best perform 
the duties. Nine-tenths of the appointive of- 
cers have no connection with the political 
poligy of an administration, are in fact mere 
people, irrespective of party, and cannot be 
perverted into party agencies or drafted into 
party service; without serious danger and det- 
riment to that non-partisan public service 
which is the primary object of their institution 
and maintenance at thé cost of the public. 
The opposite theory, which regards such offices 
as the spoils of political victory, to be distrib- 
uted as the awards of party service and held 
by the tenure of continued and efficient partisan 
| activity,.would organize our politics on the ba- 
sis of the old feudal system. Disgust with the 
practical results of this theory,as acted on by the 
Republican party, finally drove it from power, | 
and the demand for a change in this 
cannot be met by turning the rascals 
out” only to put another set in, chosen on the 
same theory, to hold office by the same tenure. 
We, thereforé, have no fault to find with the 
reappointment of such Republican office-hold- 
ers as PEARSON, where an exceptionally good 
record of faithful service and a superior fitness 
that cannot be questioned make it plain that 
such reappointment will best subserve the pub- 
lic interest. 

But the Pearson case was wholly unlike that 
of the great multitude: of Republicans still re- 
taining office under a Democratic administra- 
tion. They were appointed as partisans, for 
partisan service, and with the understanding 
that they would continue to distinguish them- 
selves by such service, devoting their time and 
talents, their personal and official influence and 
their salaries largely to party work. Fitness 
for the latter work and zeal in performing it 
have been more conspicuous in them than su- 
perior qualifications and efficiency in the dis- 
charge of their official duties. To retain them 
after it has become lawful to fill their places 
with men selected on different prin- 
ciples is to slap civil servige reform 
in the face; to indorse aad con- 
tinue the spoils system; to confess that 
it has given us a multitude of office-holders that 
cannot be improved; to crown it with more of 
honor and credit than has ever been accorded 
toit by its own votaries. Hence the impa- 
tience with which a change is awaited, not only 
by office-seekers and Democrats, but by that 
great body of public opinion which regards a 
pretty general change of official persons as a 
wholesome thing in itself, and unavoidable, if 
we are to end thé old and condemned system 
and inaugurate a new and better one, with 
higher and purer ideas of public trusts and 
official functions. 

Take our Federal office-holders in St. Louis 

as examples. Admit that they are fairly good 
men, have made tolerably efficient officers, and 
that there is no ground of misfeasance in office 
on which they can be turned out. Still they 
were appointed as partisans, have been con- 
spicuous as partisan workers in office, and are 
the relics and representatives of a con- 
demned system, retaining office without 
the merit of superior service or special 
qualifications superior to those of thousands of 
other citizens who might take their places as 
the representatives of a better system and 
under better auspices. 
Mr. CLEVELAND'S election was an emphatic 
popular demand for a change—a change for 
cause—and the cause is to be found in the sys- 
tem which remains in full force and operation 
as long as Mr. CLEVELAND voluntarily retains 
the higher officers who are its fruite and official 
representatives. The demand expressed in his 
election requires him to show cause for retain- 
ing them in each individual case—not to show 
cause for turning over a new leaf witha new 
man ineach case as fast as hecan. He has 
said ;

The 
error, however, lies in the writer, because, because 
social ostracism may follow such an attempt, there 
is no lack of honest men and women to lend a help-

The story of the hippodroming tour of Rarus and

story in full: Rarus joined Goldsmith Maid in a 
hippodroming tour through California in 1877, their 
first exhibition being given at San Jose, where the 
Maid won in 2:22, 2:1634, 2:1814. By his races with

But the 
races between these horses through California were 
advertised as exhibitions,and it was understood 
that Rarus would make no attempt to beat the 
Maid because he was still eligible to the 2:21 class, 
and it would be bad policy to give hima faster 
record when there was nothing but glory to be 
gained by it. 

From San Jose the horses went to Chico, where 
they were to open a new track there. The peoplc 
of Chico wére very proud of their enterprise, and 
had offered some extra money in case 2:17 was 
beaten. There were plenty of betting men in Chico 
that time, and in addition to these hundreds of 
miners came from all parts of the country to see 
Goldsmith Maid trot, and all of them were willing

„Der Feldprediger,“ the German 
Composer's Latest Work —A Spright- 
ly and Meritorious Musical Absurd- 
ity—The Success of Herr Lube, 
Fraulein Roberg and Other Per- 
formers.

New York, May 2.—The first performance in the 
United States of “Der Feldprediger which is to be 
made known to English audiences as The Black 
Hussar,” occurred at the Thalia Theater last even- 
ing. Der Feldprediger” is Millocker's latest 
operetta and its success in Germany has, from all 
accounts, been great and durable, As represented 
by German actors for the entertainment of a Ger- 
man audience, its im presa iveness is readily under- 
stood. The comedians for whom Herr Millocker's 


librettists are in the habit of writing can diffuse a 
great deal of merriment, even when both the situa- 
tions and the language of the book are not par- 
ticularly felicitous, by their powers of character- 
ization, and the sprightly tunes of the score are al- 
ways rattled off with afspirit and an expressive- 
ness that more than make amends for 
vocal and technical stortcomings. The 
telement of popularity dwelling in “Der 
eldprediger,” however, i; its patriotism. The old- 
time feeling that. twenty years ago, impelled an 
American audience to break outin applause when 
the name of Washington was spoken has long since 
died out, but the

Millocker’snew opera containsin the second act 
all that is required to awaken popular feel- 
ing, and the excitement rose to fever 
heat last evening when, after a protracted cam- 
aign, the fatherland’s forces, wearing freshly- 
aundried white trousers, marched upon the scene 
and formed a tabieau of which Marshal Blucher, 
smoking a short pipe and astride of a hairy but 
restive steed, was the central figure. Whether this 
ortion of the operetta will appeal as eloquently to 
Znglish spectators remains to be seen, but, as most 
of its incidents afforded amusemen: last evening, 
there is no reason to doubt that its effect, 
when the original text is clothed in the vernacular, 
will be good. We shall not undertake 
to rehearse the story of “Der Feldprediger.” Some 
idea of its nature will be conveyed in the statement 
that it turns upon a supposititious episode of the 
war of 1812-18, during wnich Germany, united in a 
“league of virtue,“ was struggling to shake off the 
yoke of Napoleon, The hero of the piece is an em- 
missary of the league, and he is pursued by the 
French. The latter are thrown off the track and 
induced to arrest in his stead an absurd old village 
magistrate, dweiling inthe hamiet of Trautenfels 
with two pretty daughters, one of 
whom the hunted individual finaliy weds. The 
complications growing out of this state of affairs,
